sections. He also has been responsible 
for long range and capital planning, and 
exhibit design and development. Earlier 
in his career, Jenkins worked with 
Marineland of Florida and with Sea 
World of Ohio and San Diego. 

In making the announcement, 
Executive Director Dr. Evelyn Handler 
said, “Looking ahead to the important 
role of the aquarium in research and 
education, we are fortunate to have 
Bob Jenkins’ extensive experience to 
take the Steinhart Aquarium — the 
oldest public aquarium in the country 
— to new levels of achievement. 
Exciting discussions are now under- 
way to explore how Steinhart can take 
advantage of new technologies and 
design concepts in planning for 
seismic improvements and renova- 
tions.”

Playing Tag With Whales 
The future survival of whales depends on finding out more 
~about their critical habitat needs and distribution patterns. 
The combination of radio monitoring studies, photo identi- 
fication and genetics work is offering a very different 
understanding of the movements and habits of many 
marine mammal species. Through this type of research, | 
humans can learn how to share the oceans with these 
spectacular creatures while not adversely affecting them. 
Satellite-monitored radio tagging of whales and dol- 
phins was developed at Oregon State University in part 
by Dr. Bruce Mate. He’ll explain how this technique has 
been successful in the discovery of critical habitats, sea- 
sonal movements and areas where habitat requirements 
overlap shipping routes.
